Are To Gonsider 
Partition Plan

ZURICH, Switzerland — Faced 
|with the most momentous problems 
since the historic meeting in 1921 
i\when the Balfour declaration on 
'Palestine was accepted, hundreds 
lof delegates gathered here this 
week from all quarters of the globe 
for the opening of the twentieth 
|biennial World Zionist Congress 
next Tuesday (August 38). 

One of the bitterest struggles in 
the history of the Zionist move- 
'ment was in the offing, over Great 
|Britain’s proposal to end the pres- 
ent League of Nations mandate for 
Palestine and partition the holy 
land into Jewish and Arab States 
jand a British-mandated territory. 
| Despite the appeal of the words 
“Jewish State,” many delegates, 
among them the American's led by 
Dr, Stephen S. Wise, came pledged 
to fight against the British Gov- 
ernment plan, which would confine 
the Jews to a strip of ground com- 
prising about one third of the Holy 
Land and excluding Jerusalem. 

Nevertheless, strong sentiment 
was expected to develop for ac- 
ceptance of partition, at least in 
piinciple, by the Congress probably 
under ‘the condition that additional 
concessions in the way of territory 
and other matters to be granted to 
the Jews. 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president 
of the World Zionist Organization, 





estine, official representative of 
the Jews in dealing with the 
League of Nations and British 
Government, had not committed 
himself up to a short time before 
the Congress opened. 

Opponents of partition were 
particularly encouraged by the ac- 
tion of Parliament, which had balk- 
ed at indorsing the British Goy- 
ernment’s partition plans, side- 
tracking them and referring the 
matter to the League of Nations. 

The eyes of the delegates were 
consequently turned toward Gen- 
eva, where today (Friday) the 
League Mandates Commission was 
to hear the British Colonial Sec- 
retary William G. A, Ormsby-Gore 
present the partition plan. The 
mandates body was to study it and 
make recommendations to the 
League Council, meeting in Sep- 
tember. 

Under the circumstances, the 
Congress sessions, always colorful 
and frequently the scene of furious 
debates, promised to be more ex- 
citing than ever. 

To receive the delegates, Zurich 
was brightly decked out with the 
blue-and-white Jewish national 
flag. Hundreds of newspapermen 
—almose one for every delegate-— 
were on hand from every major

The scene, in which a recognized 
independent Jewish governing body

The 
three of us had agreed, although 
all of us were financially able, that 
marriage was not for us. If I re- 
member I believe this admission 
Was premised by a general agree- 
ment that we had already passed 
the stage when a kiss and a hug 
could transfer us into an earthly 
heaven, and that love was but a 
euphemism for sex. 

Since that’ time I have noticed 
a vague restlessness among all 
three of us. I don’t mean that we 
had become unsettled because of 
that long discussion, but I mean 
that it was after then that I began 
to. remark on the many week-end 
trips, vacations and sorties to oth- 
er cities that we all made. ~ 

I don’t know what the exact 
psychological diagnosis is, but I 
believe one wise in the ways of 
the world would say that all of us 
were giving the lie to our spokn 
declarations. It so happens that 
as this is being written, two of 
the three that met in that room 
are away on their vacations, There 
is nothing amiss in this, and even 
married people, when they can en- 
dure their wives’ company, take va- 
cations, but in both mine and the 
case of one of the other two, we 
have already had long winter va- 
cations, we have already made any 
number of week-end trips, and 
probably the week after the vaca- 
tions are over, will be ready for 
another trip. 

Thirty may be a dangerous age 
for woman, but I believe it is no 
less dangerous for the single Bless- 
edness of men too. At one score 
and ten, the emptiness of the un- 
married state becomes acutely per- 
tinent, and the many happily mar- 
ried friends do not lessen the rea- 
lization. 

If you recall, the point of that 
week’s “Editor’s Chair” to which 
I am referring, was that some of 
the best young Jewish men of Ind- 
ianapolis, were not marrying. Had 
I been older and wiser I would not 
have written that article. For I 
realize now that nature has taken 
care of herself for centuries, and 
probably will go on doing just as 
admirably, whether neophytes like 
me criticize her seeming defections 
er not.

Rabbi Louis I. Newman In The Jewish Trans- 
cript—The following letter may be of interest to 
my readers: “I attended a funeral on Friday at 
Chapel. The services were conducted by 
the Rabbi from ‘synagogue. He spoke 
well, but not one word of Hebrew, not even a 
prayer. It sounded as if the funeral was of a 
Christian, not a Jew. 

“I heard many of those present remark that 
Rabbis are constantly preaching that Jews are 
lax in their attendance and devotion at services; 








that their children are not taught enough of Ju- 
daism. What can you expect from us people 
when Rabbis at services themselves forget they 
are or should be teachers and leaders? 

“At weddings and funerals every preacher 
should see to it that everyone knows that Hebrew 
still has a place in the Jewish religion.” 

These remarks are an index of the chaos that 
exists in Jewish life. I venture to say that the 
particular Rabbi either is in the habit of omitt- 
ing Hebrew or did so at this funeral service be- 
cause of the family’s request. 

Reform Rabbis are frequently asked to use no 
Hebrew at a wedding or funeral. “You know, 
Rabbi, we are not religious,” or “You know, Rab- 
bi, that some Gentiles will be present.” 


Some of the choicest arguments of the self- 
respecting Rabbis with the laity arise over sit- 
uations of this kind.

To Keep People From Getting Into Trouble

Max Plesser looks forward to 
the time when lawyers will be 
used not to get people out of 
trouble, but to prevent them 
from getting into trouble. He 
feels that the profession can be 
classed alongside of medicine as 
a preventative measure, and 
hopes that people will realize the 
value of legal advice as a means 
of leasing an undisturbed life. 
To him it is the greatest medium 
for serving humanity, and for 
that reason, he is happy in his 
choice of profession. 

Mr. Plesser was born 43 years 
ago and attended school in New 
York City. He came to Indian- 
apolis in 1923, and now says, 
“Indianapolis is the greatest 
place in the world. People are 
human; there is greater home 
life; a man has an opportunity 
to become acquainted with him- 
self. The glamour of a big city 
will always attract the small 
town person, but it is merely an 
illusion. The smaller town of 
fers a greater opportunity for 
development, for living. In a 
larger city one becomes a slave 
to habit, but here people are tak- 
en for what they are, not for 
what they want to be.” 

As an active member of the 
community, Mr. Plesser has been 
a vital force in. the development 
of communal life. He was the 
first president of the Beth El 
Men’s Club and is now honorary 
president of the organization. 
He is president of the Jewish 
Educational Association, a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of 
the Beth El] Zedeck Temple, di- 
rector of the J. C. C. A. and a 
member of the executive commit-+ 
tee of the organization, and a 
member of the Open Forum com- 
mittee of the J. C, C. A. Also 
numbered among his activities 
are memberships in the Knights 
of Phythias, Zionist Organiza- 
tion, and Indiana State Bar As- 
sociation. Noting ‘the rapid in+ 
crease of masculine endeavor in 
the field of social work, Mr. 
Plesser believes that it is a man’s 
dutyto his community to partic- 
He said, 
“A person can’t develop his per- 
sonality by confining himself to 
the home and bridge tables. It 


_is one’s duty to work for the 


good of all these various organ- 
izations. 

For relaxation, Mr, Plesser 
prefers golf because it is his 
best method for banishing the 
worries of his work. The fact 
that he can get away for a few 
hours into the open air makes 
him choose this form of athletics 
in preference to others. How-' 
ever, he doesn’t take it too ser- 
lously, and gives for his reason,

that he is only glad that he 
doesn’t have to play ‘the game for 
a living. For his quieter mom- 
ents he has gathered an execu- 
tive law library which he uses 
constantly, 

Mr. Plesser is a Republican 
“by choice.” He believes that the 
party is more stable as a politi4+ 
cal organization and more sound 
in its theories. Although he is 
definite in his opinions, he never 
has quarrels with his friends of 
other affiliations because he 
minds his own business, He said, 
“Everyone is entitled to his own 
attitude and point of view. That 
should be respected. There is | 
always room for persons who 
have different points of view 
providing they are sincere, but 
what I cannot tolerate is a per- | 





son who takes an artificial] atti- 
tude and endeavors to convince 
others when he is not sincere 
himself. I believe that one must 
be openminded and give thought | 
to evolutionary changes in pol- | 
itics, but these will not come 
about by the coercion of individa 
uals.” 

In the words of Mr, Plesser, 
“A person has no business to re- 
tire as long as he is able to keep 
going. I cannot accomplish my 
purpose in life by retiring, and 
if I mean to continue serving 
people and their needs, there can 
be no cessation of work for me.” 
He is a contented man. He takes 
great pleasure in his home, and

Ask U. S. Investigation 
Of Nazi Camps Here

WASHINGTON—The “G’-men 
were asked to investigate the 
eighteen alleged military camps 
operated by Nazi groups in various 
‘parts of the United States. 

Charging the camps, latest of 
which is located in New Jersey, are 
being indirectly financed by the 
Hitler Government, Congressman 
Citron of Connecticut put the is- 
sue squarely before the Department 
of Justice. 

This he did upon the advice of 
Secretary of State Hull, to whom 
he had originally made his request 
for action. 

In his complaint to the Justice 
Department, Mr. Citron charged: 

“It would seem that a supposedly 
friendly nation is conducting sub- 
versive activities in such a way as 
not only to create ill-feeling with- 
in the boundaries of this country, 
but also in violation of the law and 
spirit of our laws since aliens have 
no right to bear arms and, if they 
are opposed to our constitution and 
its principles, setting up military 
camps and military drills consti- 
tutes what amounts to an overt 
act.”
